WASHINGTON—No ta revision 
will be attempted by the 
this winter. Recommendations based up- 
on the reports of the tariff board will 
not even be sent to this session of Con- 
gress. This settled by President 
Taft’s message and by 
the tariff board’s work. 

President ‘saft recommends tha‘ 
tariff board be iurned into a permanent 
tariff eommission. He would have the 
commission a contimuous body not sub- 
ject to the whims of politics. Its duties 
would be to learn the facts about the 
tariff and to make it possible to predict 
accurately just what effect a given in- 
crease or decrease would have upon the 
producers, upon the consumers and upon 
the revenue. 

If this plan were followed the United 
States would have a tariff board like 
that of Austria. There three men have 
made themselves expert in the country’s 
industries and in the knowledge of the 
effect of changed rates. Their length of 
service ranges from 15 to 25 years. They 
have been at it long that they do 
not require much help, They have re- 
duced tariff knowledge to a system. 

In this country the tariff board is now 
working under heavy pressure and with 
ea large staff of experts and clerks. This 
big staff is necessary, it is said, to bring 
this country’s tariff knowledge up _ to 
date and put it upon a proper basis. 
Once this is accomplished, the thought 
is that the number of employees could 
be largely reduced. Thereafter it would 
be necessary only to keep track of 
changes in the various industrial situa- 
tions. : 

Since laying out its program the board 
has been actively engaged about five 
months in gathering information about 
the schedules. The greatest progress has 
been made with wood pulp and news 
print paper. Some time in January, ac- 
cording to the outlook, the board will 
have before it the specific and detailed 
figures on the cost of producing print 
paper in every large mill in the country.

WASHINGTON — Aiming to secure 


1 from Congress a uniform system of ap- 


propriations for river and harbor im- 
provements, instead of a continuance of 
the present intermittent plan, the 
seventh annual convention of the na- 
tional river and harbor congress met 
here today. There were 3500 delegates, 

The morning session was opened with 
an address by President Taft and a de- 
scription by Senor de LaBarra, of the 
Vera Cruz harbor improvement made by 
the Méxican government, 

The congress will continue until Friday. 

President Joseph E. Ransdell dwelt 
mainly on the necessity of regular an- 
nual appropriations from Congress and 
on the advisability of adopting a con- 
tinuing contract system in _ putting 
through important projects. He de-¢ 
nounced the critics who intimated that 
the work of the congress had been 
tainted by too close contact with the 
“pork barrel.” 

Mr. Ransdell urged that the public re- 
sume ownership of all terminals now 
owned by private corporations.

Next, the two pieces of brocade, which 
are to form the outer cévering are joined 
at their longest sides by the narrow strip 
of velvet or satin.

DAINTY KUMQUATS OF FLORIDA 


Recipe for making a delicious preserve. 


1K kumquat, or kin-kan, as our 
Chinese friends designate it, is.a 

Florida product which deserves to be bet. 
ter known in the North. The smallest 
of the citrous fruits, the kumquat re- 
Feembles in form and color a diminutive 
Forange, measuring from one half to one 
and one half inches in diameter. A 
prettier sight cannot be imagined than a 
group of these shrubs, sometimes attain- 
‘ing a height of.15 feet, laden with the 
igolden fruit peeping in clusters of twos 
and threes from among the dark, glossy 
leaves. 
' Many enjoy this baby orange by eating 
‘both rind and pulv; others prefer it pre- 
served, for it makes a delicious preserve. 
The syrup forms a bright-colored trans- 
lucent jelly, firm, like the guava. 
’ In China, its home, the kumquat is 
‘eandied, the result being delightful to eye 
‘and palate alike. 

During the approaching holidays many 
a hostess will have occasion to admire 
the sprays of fruit tastefully arranged 
upon shining damask or interspersed.

' Ilere is ‘a receipt for preserved kum- 
iquats: Cut fruit in two and seed under 
Water; cover with cold water and boil 
mntil a broom straw will pierce easily;

The special point about them is ‘the 
embroidery which decks their ends. 
Sometimes they, are fringed; but more 
frequently they are scalloped with large, 
deep .scallops ana buttonholed. Above 
the edging, whichever it may be—and even 
crochet lace is not unknoéwn—appears the 
initial of the mistress of the house, or 
perhaps her monogram. 7 

Owing to the heavy fabric of which the 
towel is made—damask, usually—the em- 
broidery, teo, is itself solid and rather 
heavy. Longgsslender letters, or squat, 
fat ones, are best—what are known tech- 
nically as Venetian or Chinese lettering. 
Solid’ over-and-over stitch is in order, 
outline being rather out of place, unless, 
as ‘is sometimes done, Color is employed, 
in which case the initial looks rather well 
in a double outline of red or blue.

PITCHING TANK 
WINS APPROVAL

BERLIN—A “pitching tank,” invented 
by a Hamburg engineer, Herr Frahm, 
and designed to prevent the rolling of 
ships, has won the hearty approval of 
Emperor William, who expressed the 
hope that the system would soon be in- 
troduced aboard all vessels.

$5,000,000; in December this was changed Showing 
to a surplus of $1,000,000. The total deficit 
for the fiscal year to date is $20,000,000, 
as against $44,000,000 this time last year. 
When the New York Republican platform declared thatthe deficit 
had been entirely wiped out and that a handsome surplus was now 
shown in the treasury accounts, the statement, though apparently 
erroneous, was practically true. There is, as a matter of fact, 
a surplus rather than a deficit today. This is explained by the fact 
that the treasury is carrying at the charge of the general fund the 
cost of Panama canal construction. At present the drain from 
this direction amounts to about $3,000,000 a month. Bonds have 
been authorized by Congress to meet the cost of canal construction,
